Claims 11-14 and 16-40 are allowed. Following is the Examiner's statement reason for allowance: 
Neither Fowler '204 nor Nitta et a/ ' 103 teaches or suggests, inter alia, "thermally treating the 
structure to form by solid- state reaction the first layer while simultaneously enriching the chalcogen 
by segregation at least at an interface between the first layer and the substrate to produce the 
contact.," as set for with the rest process steps for making a contact between a first layer.
